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RAINING CATS AND MORE CATS 


Astonished residents from all over the East End - 


made hundreds of calls to police on Saturday 
as dozens of cats began descending from 
the sky. The landings were widely dispersed 
across the area, with cats reported from 
Baiting Hollow to Montauk. The first reports 
of the strange phenomenon came in at around 
3:45 p.m., and sightings continued until at least 
7:30 p.m. At the same time, police received 
word of a Cat Float event in Connecticut that 
had been undertaken in spite of dangerously 


|. high winds. with a general bulletin to be on the 


lookout for straying cats. “You really shouldn’t 
do a Cat Float in high winds, it turns out,” 


says Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. | 


Cat Floats, events in which cat owners attach 
lighter-than-air balloons to their animals and 
release them to see how far they can go, have 
become popular across the country. It would 
seem that the cats that appeared here on 
Saturday, carried by gusts from the shores of 
Connecticut, probably flew a lot farther than 
their owners intended. But according to Hirsch, 
the cats that officers retrieved were generally 
unharmed. “The cats’ landings were mostly 
gentle, as each cat was tethered to a dozen or 
more helium balloons, which naturally slowed 
their descents. A few cats landed in trees 
and couldn’t get down, but we have a lot of 
experience dealing with that. We don’t know 
how many might have landed on water.” The 
cats’ owners are urged to contact the Hampton 
Police to arrange to collect their animals. 


POLICE GOTTA PARTY, TOO 

This week, the Hamptons Police announced 
plans to build an officers’ barracks/recreational 
facility in Montauk. “We’re beefing up our 
presence out there,” said HP spokesman Larry 
Hirsch at a news conference explaining the 
plans, “and our officers are going to need 
a place there to get a little R & R.” Hirsch 
pointed out that officers will be working long 
hours in Montauk combatting the “drunken, 
lawless behavior” of summer visitors in the 
remote hamlet, and are going to be too tired to 
drive back to their homes. The plans envision 
a 6,000 square foot waterfront sanctuary on 
the dunes—the land to. be acquired through 
eminent domain, explained Hirsch—with five 
en suite bedrooms, each with a water view 
and each opening onto the waterside deck. 
Deck features are to include an infinity pool 
and a whirlpool hot tub, as well as a wet 
bar. Inside, the cathedral-ceilinged living room, 
featuring a substantial stone fireplace, leads 
into the open kitchen complete with restaurant 
quality appliances: “Chief loves to cook,” Hirsch 
explained. The project is estimated to cost 
approximately $5 million. ga

Explosion, 1844 


East Hampton's Julia Gardiner Falls in Love with President Tyler 


BY DAN RATTINER 


n February 28, 1844, the President of the 

United States, James Tyler, along with 349 
other special guests, boarded the brand new 
warship USS Princeton for its inaugural cruise 
down the Potomac. 

The Princeton was the biggest warship built 
for the American Navy to that date, it sported a 
178-man crew and possessed the two biggest 
guns in the world, at that time, on the deck—one 
called the Oregon and the other, an identical 
gun, called the Peacemaker. The ship was 
also the first to be powered by steam engines 
using twin propellers. It could turn or stop 
on a dime. All in all, it was the pride of the 
Navy, and onboard that day, in addition to the 
President, were the Secretary of the Navy, the 
Secretary of War, the Postmaster General and 
numerous other dignitaries and congressmen, 
many accompanied by their wives and children. 

One particular guest that day was the young 
daughter of prominent East Hampton lawyer 
David Gardiner. Julia Gardiner was 23, and she 
was there because the President had fallen in 
love with her. He had secretly gone to see her 
parents to ask for her hand the year before. But 
her parents had turned him down, President or. 
no. He was 30 years older than she was. 


But President Tyler was not giving up. And 
so he had invited her father to this party. And 
oh, bring beautiful Julia. The President and the 
members of the Gardiner family knew of this 
love interest. But no one else did. 

The Princeton glided down the Potomac with 


- the party in full swing late that cold afternoon. - 


A military band played. Food and drink were 
served on deck and below decks. After awhile, 
the partygoers asked the captain to fire the 
Peacemaker. He did. Then with more urging, he 
fired again. He fired at ice floes. The gun’s shells 
could go three miles. 

With all this commotion and smoke, most of 
the women went below decks. Most of the men, 
though, stayed up top, asking for more, and 
for a while the captain obliged. Just offshore 
of Mount Vernon and turning around to begin 
to go back, though, the captain announced 
that was it—he’d fire no more. There were 
boos. The Secretary of the Navy, the captain’s 
superior, joined in asking for one more. And so 
the captain changed his mind. 

The gun fired, but the shell exploded in 
the breech, shattering the Peacemaker and 
sending fire, smoke, bits of hot iron and wood 
everywhere. Eight people died, nearly all of 
them instantly. Seventeen were injured. Down 
below, the people started screaming.

Among those below just before the gun 
exploded was the President. He was down there 
with Julia. Moments earlier, when told there 
would be one last firing and he should go up 
to enjoy the finale of the gun’s performance, he 
started for the stairs, only to be sidetracked by 
a tipsy young man urging him to hear one of his 
college friends sing in the hallway. They were 
hoisting champagne. 

Then came the explosion followed by the 
sound of shrapnel, iron and wood on the deck 
above. President Tyler raced up into the carnage 
of blood, dead bodies and the wounded. 

Among those killed were Secretary of State 
Abel Upshur, Navy Secretary Thomas W. Gilmer, 
Princeton commander Beverly Kennon (who 
had urged this last firing), two sailors, diplomat 
Virgil Maxey, President Tyler’s personal aide, a 
slave named Amistead, and Julia’s father. Mr. 
Gardiner was not only killed instantly but, like 
others, his body was also torn apart. It was just 
an awful scene. 

The President turned and raced back down 
below to tell the people partying down there 
what had happened. He also ordered everyone 
to stay there. After that, he had to tell Julia her 
father was no more. Julia fainted into his arms. 

President Tyler remained below-decks with 
Julia for the rest of the trip. (Cont'd on next page)

When the Princeton was fast to the dock, he 
carried her up to the gangplank, where, as he 
carried her across, she stirred. The two nearly 
fell into the sea. But the President regained his 
balance, and soon they were in the carriage and 
off to the White House. 

A state funeral was planned for those who 
died. The dead in their mahogany coffins were 
taken to the White House, pending the funeral. 
Amistead, the slave, was in a cherry coffin. He 
is not mentioned as having been part of the 
state funeral. : 

Four months later, Julia and John Tyler 
eloped. They were married at the Church 
of the Ascension in New York City with 
just 12 witnesses, they honeymooned for 
a month in a cottage prepared for them at 
the Federal Fortress Monroe near Norfolk, 
Virginia, and then returned to Washington to 
announce their marriage to the public. No 
President had been ever married while in 
office before. 

Before becoming President, John Tyler had 
been the owner of a huge Virginia cotton 
plantation he’d inherited from his father. He 
got married to his first wife, fathered seven 
children, then got interested in politics. He was 
elected a state assemblyman, then a senator 
and, finally, in the Presidential campaign of 
1840, he was asked by William Henry Harrison, 
the Whig candidate, to be his running mate. 
Their slogan for the election was “Tippecanoe 
and Tyler Too.” Harrison had been an Indian 
fighter. And you also got Tyler. 


Unfortunately, Harrison was the sort of manly 
man who, after winning this election, would give 
his long Inaugural address in front of the White 
House in shirtsleeves on a very cold January 
day. A few days later, he came down with 
pneumonia and died. And so, Vice President 
Tyler was now President. 

Tyler had his first political fight with the 
cabinet of the late President Harrison. The 
members of the cabinet declared they would 
run the ‘country. Tyler was just “temporary” 
President, a placeholder until a new election 
could take place three-and-a-half years down 
the road. Tyler would have none of this, and he 
accepted the cabinet holders’ resignations one 
by one, and said he would have the full powers 
of any sitting President—and he did. This 
became the model for future situations where a 
Vice President took over for a President. ° 

During this fight, Tyler’s wife, Letitia, suffered 
a stroke and became bedridden. Tyler then 
received visitors in the Blue Room, accompanied 
by two of his daughters, Beatrice and an older 
daughter named Letitia. 

At this time, as was the custom, kings, 
queens, diplomats and prominent members of 
the American social elite would be presented 
in a formal occasion to the President. As it 
happened, this coincided with some very bad 
and supposedly shameful behavior by the 
beautiful daughter of a prominent member of 
the American social elite, a businessman and 
lawyer in East Hampton, whose family owned 
Gardiner’s Island and whose immediate family, 


when not in East Hampton, lived in a mansion 
in Manhattan. 

Julia Gardiner was born on Gardiner’s 
Island, educated at East Hampton’s Clinton 
Academy, and then, in her teenage years, at 
Madame N.D. Chagaray Institute for Young 
Ladies in Manhattan, where she studied French 
literature, music, ancient history, arithmetic 
and composition. In her senior year there, at the 
age of 17, she somehow arranged, on her own, 
to have a sketch of herself appear in a magazine 
advertisement for the dry goods and clothing 
emporium Bogert & Mecamly on Ninth Avenue 
in Manhattan. The drawing of her, escorted by 
a smartly dressed young man, had her saying 
“lll purchase at Bogert and Mecamly’s No. 86 
Ninth Avenue. Their Goods Are Beautiful and 
Astonishingly Cheap.” This was the first time a 
member of the social set of New York had ever 
stooped so low as to do something like this. It 
was scandalous. . 

Julia returned for a time to East Hampton, 
where her biography says she studied piano 
and guitar, but then it was arranged for her, 
accompanied by her parents, to tour Europe 
until the outrage over her scandalous behavior 
had blown over. A steamship took them to 
England, France, Italy, Switzerland, Germany, 
Holland, Belgium and Scotland, and Julia was 
introduced to royalty and even got to kiss the 
ring of Pope Leo in the Vatican. 

Before they embarked on this trip, however, 
they took a short trip to Washington, and 
it was there, before (Continued on page 114)

How the Current Crisis Will Resolve, According to an Expert

irst, let me establish my credentials. When 

I was in college, I had to write a 30-page 
dissertation to get my degree. The topic | 
chose was “An Analysis of the Writing on the 
Walls in the Campus Men’s Rooms.” My English 
professor enthusiastically approved of this, and 
as a result I had to go into all the different men’s 
rooms on campus, write down or photograph 
what was on the walls in each of the stalls, write 
a brief analysis about each work of “art,” and 
then, at the end, sum up what | learned. 

Back then—this was in the 1960s—there 
was a whole lot of writing on the walls in 
men’s bathrooms. “Call Linda for a good time 
[followed by a phone number].” “F**k You, 
You Homo.” Or “There Was a Young Man from 
Ceylon, Who’s **** Was as Long as His Arm. 
He...” Etcetera, etcetera. 

Most of the drawings on the walls—almost 
always inside the stalls at “seated” level—were 
of various genitalia. The drawings of men’s 


were generally larger than life. The ones for 
women were sometimes anatomically incorrect. 
In my summation, I suggested that many men, 
particularly frustrated men who weren't “getting 
any,” as we phrased it at the time, might not 
exactly know what went where below the waist 
on a woman without any clothes on. Those who 
knew didn’t write on walls. Those who didn’t 
did. I got a B+.

By the way, at that time, | wouldn’t be caught 
dead going into a ladies room. It would cause 
women to scream. I'd have to run for my life. 
Who needed that? My dissertation therefore 
only involved what was on men’s rooms walls. 


Having thus established my credentials in 
this matter, I now intend to sound off on how 
the present dispute involving who goes to what 
bathrooms will be decided. I personally have 
heard enough about transgender people and 
their feelings and where they might or might 
not be allowed to- go without showing their 
birth certificates. Yes, they are entitled. I’ve 
heard enough. 

But I also think that the rights of privacy for 
all parties involved should be respected. No 
person should be made to feel bad about who 
they are. It’s a “right.” And I am referring to 
boy or girl or man or woman or transgender or 
transsexual or gay or lesbian, or SUV or car or 
whatever. This is so over. 

Here is how it is all going to turn out. 

All public bathrooms are going to have to 
undergo reconstruction. It’s going to be similar 
to what we did to create elevators or ramps for 
those who can’t climb stairs. Everybody will be 
happy in the end.

everybody is going to have to settle down and 
take a deep breath. It’s time to take a good long 
look at the area where everybody goes after 
they use the toilet. At the present time, this is 
a place considered part of the bathroom. In the 
future, it won’t be. We will go into what we now 
call a bathroom, with its stalls, washbasins and 
urinals (for men—and they are going to have 
to go) and have to think of it as the same 
public space you were in before you went 
into it. The door outside will simply say WC. 
There will be no indication that it is a men’s or 
women’s room. 

For lack of a current term, | will refer -in 
the rest of this essay to every part of this 
bathroom, other than the stalls, as the washing- 
up pavilion. Women will still be able to freshen 


up their makeup (if they use makeup). They 
will still be able to talk to one another, but they 
probably won't, at least woman-to-woman, talk 
about, you know, men. 


The washing-up pavilion will now be 
all-inclusive. Everyone will be equal. 
Disparging remarks about men will 
not be tolerated. 


That conversation, could be nasty toward or 
prejudicial against men, or toward a particular 
man for not being like other men. So that 
will have to stop. The washing-up pavilion 
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will now be all-inclusive. Everyone will be 
equal. Disparaging remarks about men will not 
be tolerated. 

And, by the way, men don’t make disparaging 
remarks about women when they wash up after 
using the toilet. They don’t talk to one another 
at all. They just spritz the soap, wash their 
hands, dry their hands, admire themselves 
in the mirror and they’re out of there. Their 
disparaging remarks they save for when they 
get out. 

It will be the bathroom stalls that are going to 
have to undergo reconstruction to be the new 
place for privacy. They are not private now. 
People can peer under them or over them. They 
will all have to be re-done. They will become 
small wooden “cabinets.” You will observe that 
the walls go all the way from the floor to the 
ceiling so nobody can look under or over or 
reach in and bother you. You will go in. And 
you will do your business in there. And if you 
need to adjust your clothes or change articles 
of clothing, you will do it in there. And then you 
will come out to the washing-up pavilion. 

If it is the kind of place where you put two 
quarters into a dispenser and you get one 
condom or tampon, you will be able to get — 
either one with your two quarters. Everything 
will be fair and square.

Also, it could be a female janitor who comes 
into the pavilion area to empty the trash or 
clean it up. Or it could be a male janitor. If it’s 
a fancy place, it will either be a concierge or a 
conciergette. (Or is it all concierge?) 

As you see, at least for this part of the essay, 
there will still be the same number of public 
places to go to the bathroom. They won’t have 
to be made smaller or larger. You will just have 
to consider them differently. 

I mentioned there will beno more urinals. They 
will be replaced by more cabinets. Whoever 
you are, whatever sex you are, whatever parts 
you have that you refer to as private, all that 
will be done in a unisex cabinet where, when 
you turn the latch on the inside, it’s all yours 
for however long you want. And with the urinals 
gone, there will be more of them, so the lines to 
get into them will be shorter. 

There is another reason there will be no more 
urinals. There is to be no displaying of willies in 
public. And that washing-up pavilion is public. 
So that is how all this is going to turn out. 

In my next article on this topic of how to solve 
all the problems of the world (and it’s the job of 
all journalists to believe they must share what 
they know to be the solution to all the problems 
in the world), I shall deal with locker rooms, 
both for men and women. This is a problem 
for which, because of its complexity involving 
group shower facilities, towel bins, lockers 
and benches to sit on, there will be a different 
solution than the one I wrote about above. I’m 
working on that essay right now.

End of a Legend 


The Town Finally Has Its Way with Cyril’s Fish House

ne of Montauk’s interesting characters 

won't be coming back to town anytime 
soon. He’s an Irishman named Cyril Fitzsimons, 
and for the last four years the Town of East 
Hampton, egged on by the townspeople who 
were alarmed by the crowds of happy people 
crowding inside and outside Cyril’s bar with 
drinks in their hands alongside the Montauk 
Highway on the Napeague Strip, had been 
unsuccessfully trying to get the crowds under 
control or close this bar that has born his name 
for 25 years. Last week, through a kind of legal 
maneuver, they succeeded. 

The maneuver was that unlike the first three 
years, when they unsuccessfully went after 
him directly—well, through his company, Clan- 
Fritz Inc.—with charges of zoning violations 
for growing the place larger and larger to 
accommodate the ever-growing crowds, this 
year it went to a trial. 

They'd figured it all out ahead of time with 
their lawyers. They could win this way. The 
charges were still the same. Zoning violations. 
They had been unable to convince a judge 
to shut Cyril’s Fish House down. They did 
convince the State Liquor Authority to revoke 


his license one autumn, but over the winter 
Cyril’s lawyers argued the bar did not violate 
liquor license rules and so the Authority 
issued a new one. 

The property owners are Michael Dioguardi, 
Robert Dioguardi and Debra Lakind. The 
property has been in the family for years and 
years, even before Cyril rented it. And surely 
they were alarmed when the Town came after 
them too in this way. As you may know, it is 
illegal for a landlord to come onto a tenant’s 
property without the tenant’s permission, 
unless there’s a fire or other emergency. Zoning 
violations are not an emergency. 

Nevertheless, the Town went after all of them. 
They’d both be subject to zoning charges that 
could go to trial. Here were the main issues. 
Maximum occupancy should not be more than 
150 people. (Observers reported there were 
as many as 300 there sometimes.) Seating 
maximums should be 26 seats in the restaurant 
and 36 on the patio. There were illegal portable 
freezers there. The whole place needed to be 
fenced in. A trial date was set for May 3. A jury 
of six would sit in judgment. And if a guilty 
charge was brought in, there could be fines and 
possibly jail time. 

Discussions ahead of the trial were designed 


to bring a settlement. The landlords entered 
into a stipulation of settlement with the town 
and avoided trial. But Cyril declined to do so, 
and so the trial went ahead against Clan-Fitz.

It was amazing when you considered it. The 
landlord would now have to break the bond 
between landlord and tenant and go on the 
property and correct all the zoning violations 
whether Cyril liked it or not. They would remove 
outdoor freezers, reduce a patio, disassemble a 
wooden rail fence where patrons sometimes 
set down drinks, and do all this within 30 days 
of the settlement agreement. As for Cyril, his 
lawyer did appear at the trial, but there was no 
Cyril. The jury of locals then found Clan-Fritz 
Inc. guilty of 45 of 47 misdemeanors related 
to an illegal expansion.

Like the true meaning of Memorial Day, these 
stone and bronze testaments to our brave 
fighters are often ignored, overlooked or taken 
for granted—regarded as landmarks instead of 
solemn reminders of so many veterans and lost 
lives. Right this wrong and take some time to 
absorb the impact of what all the pretty statues, 
dedications and plaques really represent.. 

Here, we offer town-by-town highlights to 
help you on your way.

Sag Harbor Civil War memorial, Soldier’s Monument 


SOUTHAMPTON VILLAGE 

At the junction of Jobs Lane and Pond Lane in 
Southampton Village, even the most unobservant 
person will note the large, black ship’s chains, 
cannons and stacks of cannonballs perched 
atop the manicured green lawn of Monument 
Square. This striking memorial was erected in 
1897 “to the memory of the soldiers and sailors 
of Southampton who served their country with 
honour by land and sea” in the Revolutionary 
War, the War of 1812, the Mexican War and the 
Civil War. (Continued on next page) 
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Memor ials (Cont'd from previous page ») 


Right nearby in Agawam 
Park, the World War I Memorial . 
monument overlooks’ Lake 
Agawam. Dedicated in 1923 to 
honor those who fought and those 
who died in the Great War, and 
currently undergoing restoration, 
it features Corinthian columns 
and the names of hundreds of 
soldiers, specific battles, andthe 
names of seven men who died in. 
the war, along with the places and 
dates of their deaths. 

Between Monument Square and 
the WWI Memorial, a fountain 
honors Southampton WWII and 
Korea vets. 


EAST HAMPTON 

Created in the 1990s on the corner of Methodist 
Lane and Route 27, the low-slung, concrete East 
Hampton Veterans Memorial honors veterans 
of World War II, Korea and Vietnam, though the 
. East Hampton VFW is about to install another 
plaque in honor of those who served in the 
wars since Vietnam—it’s scheduled to go up 
for Memorial Day, but nothing is set in stone. A 
monument, dedicated in the 1920s to veterans 
prior to WWII, stands behind it. 


Areal M60 Patton tank, which served between . 


Vietnam and the 1991 Gulf War, sits outside the 


East Hampton VFW in Wainscott with a plaque ~ 


honoring all veterans. Built in 1925 to honor 
local Civil War and WWI vets, the Springs war 
memorial outside Ashawagh Hall has since 
added veterans of other wars. The cannon on 
top has been removed for repairs. 


SAG HARBOR © 

This historic whaling port. has done much 
to remember its veterans and those who 
made the ultimate sacrifice in service to their 
- country. Dedicated in 1896 and standing at the 
southern end of Main Street, Sag Harbor’s Civil 
War memorial, Soldier’s Monument, includes

President. He was immediately smitten, but he 
didn’t let on. His wife, disabled, was still ill and 
failing. She was to die within a few months.

Julia was the youngest First Lady until that 
time. She was also celebrated—something she 
encouraged. Immediately after marriage to the 
President, taking a train with him back to 
Washington, she could hardly fail to notice 
that the train platforms were crowded with 
people along the way who wanted to get a 
glimpse of her. Subsequently, her image could 
be found on postcards and in drawings and 
paintings in the magazines of that era. When

she made an appearance somewhere, reporters 
commented on her clothing, her personality 
and even her skin. She went along with an 
engraving company’s request that an image of 
her be drawn by a popular artist and then be 
reprinted and sold around the country. The 
caption was “The President’s Bride.” She lent 
her name to songs and sheet music. One set of 
songs was “The Julia Waltzes.” On at least one 
occasion, she moved about Washington in a 
splendid coach being pulled by identical white 
Arabian horses. 

And of course, she replaced Tyler’s two 
daughters as the Presidential Hostess at all 
functions. Letitia Harrison, the older, never 
spoke to her again. But all the other children of 
the late President Harrison accepted her.

Julia is credited with having a military band 
play “Hail to the Chief” to accompany the 
President wherever he went. She also arranged 
a new way of his meeting important people. 
Instead of entering a room and _ standing 
in the center to be surrounded by others, 
he’d stand along a wall and meet people as 
they came by in a line. Julia had seen this 
done in Europe. Julia also fought for, and 
eventually got, an arrangement where all 
Presidential widows would receive the 
continuation of their husband’s pension 
when he died. 

John Tyler’s years in office were not great. 
He served just three years as our President, 
marrying Julia in that last year. During his 
Presidency, he did complete the annexation 
of Texas, a great accomplishment. He was not, 
however, a very good politician. Elected by the 
Whig Party, which opposed states’ rights, Tyler, 
as President, championed states’ rights.-As a 
result, the Whig Party threw him out of their 
party—imagine that, a sitting President without 
a political party. Needless to say, when the time 
came for him to run for President in his own 
right, he declined. Without a party’s backing, 
he would lose. 

It is not known if John Tyler and _ his 
wife visited East Hampton during the final 
eight months he was in office. But he did 
visit many times afterwards. The ex-President 
and his wife were part of the social set, and 
visited the summer resorts of Newport and 
Saratoga and East Hampton every summer for 
many years. 

Also during this time, Julia worked closely 
with her brother Alex, who remained in East 
Hampton and became a power broker in Suffolk 
County. She helped him arrange a phalanx of 
politicians in public office who would be loyal 
to Tyler should he run for the Presidency in 
1848 under his own banner, which he never 
chose to do. 

Julia bore seven children with the President, 
all after he left office. While in office, she 
redecorated the White House, hosted many 
parties and, before the President’s term ended, 
held an enormous ball as a going away party. 
Some 3,000 people attended. 

Fifteen years later, when the Civil War broke 
out, former President Tyler came down hard 
on the wrong side. A slave owner, he became a 
legislator in the Confederate government while 
it lasted. He died of various maladies in the 
second year of that war, and was buried under 
a small gravestone in a cemetery in Richmond, 
Virginia. But the country shunned him. It wasn’t 
until 1915 that Congress finally authorized the 
construction of an appropriate monument at 
his gravesite. 

After Tyler’s death in the middle of the war, 
Julia went to live in the Confederacy, but after a 
time, still during the war, she moved to one of 
the homes that her late mother had owned on 
Staten Island. There, her home was raided one 
night by vigilantes who claimed, inaccurately, 
that she was flying a Confederate flag in her 
yard. Julia then left to take up residency at 
her late husband’s plantation for the rest of 
the war, enjoying the company of children 
and grandchildren who came to visit her. She 
remained there until her death in 1889, after 
which she was buried next to her husband 
in Virginia. #&

that did it. From afar, Cyril announced that he 
would not be open this summer. He’d give up 
his lease. He would not be coming back here. 

Let us be clear about two things. Cyril was 
never accused of running a raucous, out-of- 
control bar. No one ever got into a fight there. 
No customer ever got hit by a car out front on 
the way to or from a parked car. No neighbor 
complained of too much noise. The crowd did 
seriously slow traffic late on a Saturday night a 
few times years ago. In response, Cyril, for the 
last four years, closed at 9 p.m. 

The second thing is that, from a zoning point 
of view, Cyril was only doing what many pre- 
existing bars and restaurants in this community 
do. It’s no secret. A pre-existing bar or restaurant 
is legal forever but may not expand. But many 


do. An outdoor adjacent area over a period of 
years gets flagstone and patio furniture, then an 
awning, then flaps for the awning to keep out 
the weather, then proper wooden decking, then 
outdoor electric heaters, posts and beams to 
hold up the awning, then thicker walls to hold 
up the posts and beams, then tables and chairs 
and then—voila! It’s a dining room. And nobody 
takes it to court. 

I’ve been around here a long time. I’ve seen 
restaurants come, make improvements and 
then leave and new people come in and make 
more of these improvements and on it goes. 
There’s been maybe 20 that have done this. 
The owners of all of them are shivering in their 
boots, reading this. Well, nobody cares. Except, 
it seems, in the case of Cyril’s.

The expansion of Cyril’s took place years ago. 
Is it really legal, as was done here at Cyril’s, to 
give a flurry of tickets for improvements that 
went unticketed for more than a generation? 

Cyril Fitzpatrick, a man with a white beard 
and pink tortoise shell glasses (reminds one 
of the singer Elton John), has owned bars 
here and there since he came of age in Ireland 
50 years ago. He’s run bars and restaurants 
in Dublin, New York City, Spain, Anguilla 
(during the winter —he still runs that one) and 
here in Montauk. . 

The son of a wealthy property owner in 
Ireland, he bought his first bar, with his dad’s 
money, in Dublin, then emigrated to America 
and joined the Army—14 months in combat at 
Khe Sahn and elsewhere—then came home, got 
married, divorced and opened Cyril’s here. He’s 
an avid conservative, he’s admitted he drank 
too much, though he stopped for health reasons 
five years ago, and he loves conversation and 
meeting people. 

I drove over there last Friday morning to 
watch the construction people disassembling 
parts of the establishment. There is to be an 
auction there on Saturday, May 28—everything 
must go. 

When I arrived, there were, besides 
construction people, a few others sitting on a 
bench, looking very upset. I called one over to 
the car. The others, looking sad, moved slowly 
away. I learned these people were in mourning, 
friends of Cyril who had come down to 
commiserate with one another. 

“We all feel bad for Cyril and what they did to 
him,” the man who’d come over to the car said. 

I feel that way too. Cyril is a gentle soul. He 
loves telling stories, drinking, meeting people 
and getting along, and he was there every single 
day the bar was open during the summertime— 
all you needed to do was go there and find him. 

The last time I saw him, he was sitting at a 
table inside the open dining room, drinking 
coffee, reading a paperback mystery novel, 
wearing a T-shirt that said SAVE CYRIL’S FISH 
HOUSE and a peaked cap with a Republican 
elephant pin on it, happily greeting everybody 
who came over to sayhello. 

Cyril, | suppose, is now a fugitive. He’s been 
that before. During the Troubles in Ireland, 
he ran guns to the rebels and was one time 
pulled over by the police, caught, put on trial, 
convicted and, with his father’s help, able to flee 
to Spain, while there the authorities looked the 
other way. Spain does not have an extradition 
treaty with Ireland. He was there 12 years 
until his “sentence” was over and he was free 
to come home. Of course, he ran a famous bar 
while in Spain. 

There was big trouble at Cyril’s once here 
in Napeague. They’d closed for the evening, 
and his people were counting the money when 
robbers appeared and fought with the help for 
the cash. Cyril joined in, but the robbers won. 
Cyril failed to get the license plate number 
of the getaway car, but he did call the police 
and give them the color, make and model. The 
police set up a roadblock across Napeague— 
there’s only one road in and out—and within 
five minutes had caught the perps. 

Cyril’s was the victim of its success and the 
inability of the Town to provide proper crowd 
control. Blame it on the merchant. 

Cyril will be so missed. @&L

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Jonathan Tolins’ “Forgotten Woman” to Prove Memorable 


ne

B ackstage drama always seems to make for 
good onstage drama. The world that goes on 
behind the scenes—including the dysfunctional 
personal lives of seemingly perfect stars—is 
bursting with potential for a compelling story. 

Bay Street Theater and Sag Harbor Center 
for the Arts clearly agree. On May 31, Bay 
Street Theater’s Mainstage season kicks off 
with The Forgotten Woman, a world premiere by 
Jonathan Tolins. The play, which is being billed 
as “High notes. High art. High maintenance,” is 
about Margaret Meier, an up-and-coming opera 
star forced to deal with her many personal 
problems—her dull marriage, her child, her 
weight—when a reporter, who turns out to 
_ be her high school crush, comes to interview 
her in her Chicago hotel room before a show. 
Other characters include her husband and her 
manager’s associate, who is taking care of her. 

“Tm a big opera fanatic and know people who 
_ work for the Met,” explains Tolins. “I went to 
parties where I got to meet these great opera 
singers and I was touched by how different they 
are offstage. They’re not ordinary, but they’re 
often insecure. Some ended up where they are 
because of an accident of nature and then had 
to work really hard. There’s always the fear 
that the voice could go away at any time. Opera 
singers are very aware of where they are in 
their careers.” 

But don’t worry that the play may be over your 
head if you’ re not an opera fan—Tolins knows 
opera is not the most mainstream subject, 
and the opera Margaret is starring in, Ariadne 
auf Naxos, isn’t as recognizable as Carmen or 
La Boheme. “There’s always someone onstage 
who doesn’t know opera,” he says. “Part of 
the play is about how to love an art form that 
is so far removed from the center. You will 
understand it!” 


My plays start off funny and have 
laughs throughout, but eventually 
go to places unexpected and, often, 
places more emotional. 


Earlier this year, Artistic Director Scott 
Schwartz told Dan’s Papers that The Forgotten 
Woman is being advertised as a play, rather 
than a drama or comedy. Tolins agrees with 
the sentiment. “My plays start off funny 
and have laughs throughout, but eventually 
go to places unexpected and, often, places 
more emotional,” he says. “I promise there 
are laughs but there are also some serious 
emotional moments. You might want to bring a 
hanky,” he warns wryly. 

Tolins is an accomplished writer, having 
written The Twilight of the Gods, If Memory 
Serves, The Last Sunday in June, Secrets of 
the Trade and Buyer & Cellar. The latter, a 
one-man show about an unemployed actor 
who finds himself working in Barbra 
Streisand’s basement, enjoyed an acclaimed 
Manhattan run starring Michael Urie. “They’re 
all very different,” Tolins says of his works. 
Tolins and husband Robert Cary also 
contributed new material to the 


Broadway revival of 
On the Town. He has worked 
in television, including on 
Queer as Folk, Grease Live, the 
Academy Awards and more. 
Tolins is also a consulting 
producer on the upcoming 
CBS series BrainDead, starring 
Aaron Tveit, Danny Pino, Tony 
Shalhoub, Nikki James and 
Mary Elizabeth Winstead. 
Tolins is excited for Bay

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Richard Thompson Plays WHBPAC June 3

amed by Rolling Stone Magazine as one of 

the Top 20 Guitarists of All-Time, Richard 
Thompson has defined the British folk rock 
genre with his brilliant songwriting and guitar 
work. He'll be performing live at Westhampton 
Beach Performing Arts Center on June 3. Here 
he talks about his art and his inspiration. 


Many of your songs are essentially telling a 
story. What inspires you? 

I like storytelling songs because I grew 
up listening to Scottish ballads, so I'm very 
much in that tradition. Inspiration comes from 
anywhere—the dramas of my own life and the 
lives of friends and family, the news, politics 
and social injustice—and a lot of songs start out 
as fiction, just inventing stories that come out 
of the ether. You realize later that they might 
be about you.

One can hear the passion in your songs. Is 
there any advice you would give to aspiring 
songwriters? 

My songs tend to have the emotion built 
in, so if someone like Aretha sang them, they 
would sound too intense. There are all kinds 
of songwriters, and all kinds of singers, and it’s 
a matter of finding the balance that appears 
to reflect reality. If I have any advice, it would 
be to dig deeper—don’t be satisfied with 
the superficial. This advice, of course, will 
guarantee you a life of obscurity and poverty. 


It must have been incredible to tour with Bob 
Dylan, Wilco and My Morning Jacket. What 
have been some of your favorite moments 
on tour? 

That was a wild tour. Sitting in with Wilco on 


several occasions were real highlights. They 
would invite me up to play on songs I’d last 
performed in about 1967! Performing live is as 
good as it gets, and I suppose it’s the feeling of 
communicating that I love the most about it. 


What was it like to have Bob Dylan perform 
your song “1952 Vincent Black Lightning” on 
the Americanarama Tour? 

I’m still pinching myself—Bob Dylan sang MY 
song? I’ve sung a hundred of his—that seems 
about the right ratio. 


How have you evolved as an artist? 
Hopefully it’s evolution—sometimes it feels 
like going backwards. I try to put one foot in 


front of the other. In terms of style, I haven’t 
changed my basic musical philosophy. I still sit 
somewhere between traditional British music 
and rock. 


You will be at the Westhampton Beach 
Performing Arts Center on June 3. Are there 
places you like to visit while on Long Island? 

I like the extreme eastern end of the island. 
It’s beautifully desolate, lots of sea and sky, and

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Bruce Nagel: Architect, Artist and the Image Evolving

lorence, Italy, gave the world the 

Renaissance, the brilliance of Michelangelo 
and Brunelleschi, the legacies of Machiavelli 
and the Medici. It has not, at least by popular 
accounts of history, given anything directly 
to the Hamptons. Until you stroll through 
architect Bruce Nagel’s new door on Main 
Street in Westhampton Beach and into The 
Architect’s Gallery. And that door, be assured, 
is always open. 

Sitting at the long table that stretches down 
the center of the space across the street 
from the Westhampton Beach Performing 
Arts Center, Nagle has his back to a series of 
16 black-and-white photos of some of the most 
stunning architectural works the Hamptons has 
known. Each is unique, there is no cookie-cutter 
style here, and each is reflective of Nagel’s 
personal approach to architecture, the love 
of connecting and interacting with people that 
informs his work. Architecture is, at its heart, 
not necessarily about boards and beams, or 
even blueprints. Designs are drafted to realize 
dreams. There is science to it, but also art 
and-a humanity that, for Nagel, in some sort of 
variation on a golden mean, tips things in the 
latter direction.

The sensibility that drove Nagel to open The 
Architect’s Gallery is the same one that makes 
him ask his clients to write a narrative about 
the home they envision, how they picture 
themselves living, down to every possible 
detail and adjective they can conjure, before 
he begins its design. Reading these lines, and 
what’s between them, Nagel says, “is trying to 
learn more about them as people instead of just 
learning what their needs are. Because needs 
are one thing, feelings and comfort and attitude 
are better, because I want to add a color ora 
flavor to what they are trying to achieve. 

“I do houses, | don’t do office buildings,” he 
continues. Those photos behind him certainly 
don’t argue the assertion. “People live in their 
houses, so it has to be very personal. And if 
they’re not personal with me, then | can’t be 
personal back to them and give them what 
is really the way to solve their needs on a 
personal level.” 

Sometimes, of course, we don’t know we are

in need of something until it’s right in front of 
us, placed by fate or whatever force put it there 
and, we might find, gave us a little nudge in the 
right direction. 

In the mid 1970s, having just graduated from 
Harvard, Nagel headed off to Europe “for an 
extended period of time, four or five months—I 
thought I would travel and see all of Europe,” 
he recounts. “Halfway through my trip, I wound 
up in Italy, and I spent the rest of my trip never 
leaving Italy.” From the tone in his voice, he still 
hasn’t fully left. 

“In that extended time I was traveling in Italy, 
I kept coming back to Florence. It just felt, the 
city had a certain scale, and it’s just jam-packed 
full of architectural (Continued on page 140)

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Centuries of History at Benner’s Farm in East Setauket

estled within the rolling hills of East 

Setauket—roughly halfway between the 
East and West Ends of Long Island—lies Benner’s 
Farm, which has been in operation since 1751. 
The Benners are the seventh family to live on 
the land, having worked it for the past 40 years. 
They’ve raised all four of their children and 
some of their grandchildren on the farm, which 
has instilled an appreciation for nature, self- 
sufficiency, sustainable consumption, creative 
thinking and problem-solving in their family, 
as well as in the thousands of people who have 
visited over the years. 

Thanks to Bob and Jean Benner, the farm 
has been open to the public for the past 38 
years and has offered a diverse selection of 
educational programs, festivals and musical 
events. It all started four decades ago when 
a friend and colleague of Bob said, = Bob, 
wanna buy a farm?” 

Three of Bob and Jean’s children help run the 
farm—if you visit, you’ll get to meet and talk 
with them. You can see the animals, harvest the 
crops and learn about the trials, tribulations 
and joys of running a sustainable organic farm 
on Long Island. A visit to Benner’s Farm is 
truly an intergenerational experience for both 
the visitors and the owners. It’s one of the few 
places with a hands-on, direct link to the past 
that also facilitates a much-needed return to 
a calmer, slower way of life. In a busy world, 
Benner’s Farm is a place where you can relax 
beneath a tree and be lulled by the sounds of 
nature all around you.

The farm is open to the public all summer 
for summer camps and a Friday night music 
series, and they’re open most weekends: in 
‘the spring and fall. They offer special events 
and festivals year-round, starting with Maple 
Sugaring Day in February; a May Day Festival 
that features dancing around a maypole; and 
you can enjoy strawberry shortcake and pick 
your own strawberries at the Strawberry 
Festival on June 11 and 12. In September, you'll

The Benners also offer their farm as a party 
venue for birthdays and weddings. But don’t 
let that lull you into thinking they succumb to 
commercial pitfalls.

offered here! Benner’s Farm 
is a place for more traditional 
amusements!

treasures. There’s not a lot of cities where you 
can walk around and see angels on the sides 
of buildings.” 

A larger influence than any of the structures, 
however, were the people he met. “That was 
kind of the beginning for me of realizing how 
much | like people,” he says. “When I was in 
Italy, people were so friendly, open, warm. 
When they go to Europe, plenty of Americans 
feel Europeans are cold or hard to get to know, 


but I think it’s just because they don’t really 


open themselves up. If you become available, 
people respond.” 

Over the ensuing decades, Nagel went Suck 
on short visits, but about six or seven years 
ago, with New York winters finally getting to be 
enough for the boy from San Antonio, he and 
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his wife, Darlene, decided to take an extended 
trip. One year followed the next, and Nagel 
discovered that he could not only work in 
Florence for a month or so while ice covered 
the East End, but that he wanted to bring back 
an intangible piece of the culture, one naturally 
connected to the people. 

“When you're in Florence, there’s such a 
social interaction between people who are 
on the street and, in many cases, in stores— 
clothing or whatever. People go into those 
places and they don’t feel like they have to be 
taken out of that space because they didn’t buy 
anything. People are talking, asking questions, 
it’s social. It’s a social interaction, it’s not just a 
commercial venture.”

“So we then kind of evolved Linto this idea that 
it was a gallery rather than an office, and I could 
be more receptive to people coming in. I’m here 
to talk to people, to interact with people, and 
for the first time let the gallery be a showplace.” 

For his architecture, surely, but also for a 
side that not many have been introduced to yet: 
Bruce Nagel, Photographer. Nagel is looking 


forward to sharing that side of himself, to the . 


feedback—good or bad—to his work. 

“I’m an advanced amateur, but it’s a passion | 
have. One of the things many architects have in 
their repertoire, is many architects are artists. 
They don’t just do architecture, or maybe they 
were brought to architecture because they 
were really interested in painting or sculpting or 
something like that and realized they couldn’t 
make a living doing that, so they thought they’d 
be an architect, because it’s a profession that 
allows you to be an artist.” 

On the wall opposite the shots of his 
architecture is a set of 16 photos made by Nagel 
himself. Each a moment, a vision, a feeling from 
a ‘point in time between right now and when he 
began shooting at age 18. They range in subject 
from birch trees to a box of old tools, European

architectural details to the expanse of Death 
Valley, an eclectic mix that Nagel’s wife selected 
from the tens of thousands of photos he’s done 
over the years, each a glimpse at the world not 
only through Nagel’s lens, but through his eyes. 
Individually and taken together, they evoke 
the soul of one of his true inspirations, Ansel 
Adams. “You don’t make a photograph just with 
a camera,” Adams said. “You bring to the act 
of photography all the pictures you have seen, 
the books you have read, the music you have 
heard, the people you have loved.” 


By design, the photos are all black-and-white— 


both Nagel’s and those of his architecture, 
which he never shoots, being too close to the 
subject. It’s common, particularly here in the 
Hamptons, to see photos of homes and estates 
_in opulent color, but the essence of the works 
on display is precisely that they are not that. 

“I started to think how perfect it would be to 
have the combination, with my photography 
being black-and-white, to have the architecture 
become more what I would say is elemental, 


more basic,” Nagel points out. “That it’s not — 


color, it’s not about seeing the green grass, it’s 
about seeing the elements of the architecture. 
And what better way to do that, to get it to kind 
of its purest form, than to eliminate color and 
just show it in black-and-white. Because then 
you re just looking at objects, you’re not looking 
at the pretty blue sky and the white fluffy 
clouds—they’re there, and people’s minds can 
think that it’s blue, but it makes people think a 
little bit more about the objects.” :

Nagel has spent a career orchestrating 
meaning within spaces, so in defining this new 
home for the photos, for himself to work, for 
guests, strangers and friends alike to enter, 
he has created a venue that naturally sparks 
reflection, contemplation, interaction. 

“When! was thinking about making the space— 
as an architect now, creating an environment—I 
wanted it to feel very welcoming, that people 
felt when they came in they weren’t feeling as 
if they were interrupting, and that visually it 
had a soothing quality, that it was not visually 
disturbing or confusing. I just wanted to make it 
really simple, and,” he pauses oh so briefly and 
chuckles, “it’s really simple. And sometimes 
simple is very, very useful in terms of, you don’t 
want the space to overpower, you want the 
objects you are trying to present to be the focus 
of people’s attention. : 

“Now, it’s very funny, because that’s what I 


was thinking, but every person who walks in 
here, the only thing they really talk about—I 
mean, they love the work, but they are talking 
about the space. How this is so beautiful, 


the light is so great, they love the floor, even 


the paint color. I said to my wife, this is too 
bizarre. | wanted them to notice this,” he says, 
gesturing toward the photos on the walls, then 
giving a flourish of his arms as if grabbing and 
embracing all the space around them, “and 
they’re noticing this.” 

Exactly what they are noticing is almost 
secondary to the experience. As long as they 
are there, engaging with Nagel’s vision and one 
another, creating community and enlivening a 
public space in the truest sense of the term. 

“One of the wonderful things that happens

World War I Memorial, Riverhead 


GREENPORT | 

Among the village’s many memorials, the St. 
Agnes Church WWI and WWII Memorial has a 
plaque dedicated in 1946 to honor the 25 men 
who died in the two wars. Where Ist Street and 
Main Road meet, a granite memorial honors 
those who served in Vietnam on one side and 
Korea on the other. Nearby, a granite WWII 
memorial reads, “For God For Country For All, 
Forever Honored Forever Mourned,” and a WWI 
memorial features a bronze statue of a soldier 
atop a boulder. A Civil War memorial with 
obelisk is at Main Road and Broad Street. 


RIVERHEAD 

On the corner of West Main and Court streets, 
the World War Memorial was dedicated in 1920 
to those who served in WWI. It’s built from a 
6-foot granite block with a bronze plaque listing 
names of Riverhead residents who served, and 
it has an eternal flame burning on top. The 
reverse side is dedicated to those who served 
in wars from World War II to today. 

Perhaps the most powerful tribute to our 
veterans and slain warriors, Calverton National 
Cemetery (210 Princeton Boulevard) is a sea of 


regimented white headstones in green grass. . 
Only our service men and women and their 


families may be interred here. Among the 
dead, U.S. Navy Seal Lieutenant Michael P. 
Murphy (Section 67, Grave 3710), who earned a 


posthumous Congressional Medal of Honor for | 


his heroism during 2005’s Operation Redwing 
in Afghanistan—the mission chronicled in the 
book and film Lone Survivor. 

Look for these East End war memorials and 
monuments as well as memorials to victims of

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From Hollywood to the Hamptons

_ For the past several years, 
the beginning of summer 
blockbuster movie season 
has been signaled by a 
massive Marvel Studios 
film released to hype and 

POR. big box office. This year’s 
no exception—Disney and 
Marvel have announced 
that Captain America: Civil 
War, starring East Ender Scarlett Johansson 
as Black Widow/Natasha Romanoff, has passed

The BFG will open in theaters 
nationwide on July 1. Dahl, who passed away 
in 1990, would be turning 100 this year. Early 
reviews out of Cannes have been somewhat 
lukewarm, with many praising the film’s 
dazzling special effects but criticizing its lack of 
sharp humor, something Dahl was known for.

I'm writing a cookbook 
on East End farm-to-table 
meals with chef Bunnii 
Buglione. I thought we’d 
_ be off to a slow start in the 
_ springtime, but I was so 
wrong. Our local farmers 
markets and farmstands 
are bursting right now. 

“If you seek, you will find 
local arugula, asparagus, baby lamb’s quarters, 
bamboo shoots, chervil, chives, cilantro, 
collard greens, lettuces and salad greens, leeks, 
garlic mustard, green garlic, hyssop, kale raab, 
mint, mushrooms, new potatoes, oregano, 
parsley, parsnips, pea shoots, radishes, 
rosemary, sage, savory, scallions, seafood, 
spinach and tarragon. 

We’ve set ourselves the task of using as many 
local ingredients as possible in our recipes, 
trying to rely solely on what you can buy at 
farmers markets. The lack of a local source of 
oil can be tough, but veggies cook very nicely 
in fat rendered from Mecox Bay Dairy bacon.

Shrek: The Musical at TheatreThree in PJ

hat you need to know about Shrek: The 

Musical: Children will absolutely love it—and 
adults, there are plenty of jokes for you, too. At one 
point, Pinocchio bemoans, “This is worse than the 
time I caught Dutch Elm Disease in Tijuana.” Another 
song lyric rhymes “grotesque” with “Kafkaesque.” 
There are references to Scientology, Are You There, 
God? It’s Me, Margaret, The Stepford Wives, the 
Budweiser Clydesdales and many other pop culture 
staples. The tongue-in-cheek nature of the musical, 
combined with the exuberance of this production’s 
cast, makes for a fun and entertaining performance. 

The house was packed on the opening night of 
the show. The energy was vibrant and when the 
stage lights went up and the live—yes, live music!— 
started, it was apparent the audience was in for 
a treat. 

For those who haven’t seen the 2001 animated 
Dreamworks version, or read the original children’s 
book (by William Steig) upon which both the movie 
and the musical are based, the plot of Shrek is about 
an outcast ogre (the titular character) whose swamp 
is invaded by a host of fairytale characters: Peter 
Pan, the Mad Hatter, the three bears from Goldilocks 
and the Big Bad Wolf, among others. The evil Lord 
Farquaad has banished all the “freaks” from the 
city of Duloc, where he rules. A furious Shrek; who 
just wants to be left alone, journeys to Duloc and, 
along the way, meets a talking donkey that travels 
with him. Lord Farquaad informs Shrek he can have 


his swamp back, but first he must free Princess 
Fiona from a dragon-guarded castle. Without spoiling 
anything, Fiona has more in common with Shrek than 
he knows, and in the end he realizes having friends 
isn’t so bad, after all. : 
The costumes, sets and props are fantastically 
well done, giving the production texture and a sense 
of being real. Pinocchio’s nose extends every time 
he lies. The gingerbread man is cleverly adhered 
to a baking sheet and the actor who voices him 
moves his mouth, through some magic of puppetry, 
when he shouts, “Not my gumdrop buttons!” 
Speaking of puppets, the dragon guarding the castle 
is magnificent—huge, with eyes that move, giant 
spikes protruding from its head and long, glittering 
eyelashes. There’s something delightfully kooky 
about a full-grown man dressed in a donkey costume 
belting out “I like a big, big girl!” to a dragon puppet. 
And that’s what makes this show so successful: 
The cast has thrown themselves into their roles and 
are clearly having so much fun. And their voices— 
how can they sing for more than two hours and not 
get hoarse? Fiona sounds just as clear and on-key in 
the last song as she does in the first. Lord Farquaad 
chews up the scenery, in a good way, every time he’s 
on stage. One of the best songs in the production is 
the “Ballad of Farquaad,” in which Lord Farquaad 
sings about his difficult relationship with his father, 
Grumpy. Yes, that Grumpy of Snow White and the 
Seven Dwarves. “Me and my old man / A tale as old 
as dirt / A bitter distant father / In a tiny undershirt.” 
This is a musical adaptation that makes sense.

Even if musical theater isn’t your thing, the silliness 
inherent in the story of Shrek removes the heavy 


sentimentality from lyrics like “We’d share a kiss, I'd 


find my destiny / I'd have a hero’s ending, a perfect 
happy ending.” When they’re sung by a man in green 
facepaint with green horns protruding from his head 
and a large, fake belly, you smile instead of squirm. 
For the finale, the cast empties off the stage and 
into the aisles to sing Neil Diamond’s (not, ahem, 
Smash Mouth’s) “I’m a Believer,” which was chosen 


specifically for the lyric, “I thought love was only true — 


in fairytales.” It’s a fitting ending to an irreverent, 
totally weird and wonderful show. g@

The wisteria blooms are 
glorious and smell wonderful 
as they sway in the breeze. 

It’s so tempting to plant 
wisteria in my own garden, 
but I know better. When asked 
about wisteria, or even when 
I overhear someone consider 
buying one, | give my wisteria

een will do everything it can to, and 


will, if you’re not vigilant, eat your house, your lawn, 
the pergola, your trees and your neighbors’ property. 
The lifespan of certain types of wisteria averages 
250 years. America’s oldest wisteria vine was planted 
in 1849 and is more than an acre in size and weighs 
350 tons. If you buy one, you will need to find 
someone who knows how to keep it in bounds. This 
person will need to visit your house regularly during 
the season for as long as you have the plant. And 
when you sell the house, you should pass on this 
warning to the buyer. Now you have been warned! 
One of my clients wanted wisteria on the roof of 
the guest house. I warned him, but he would not be 
dissuaded. So I placed a series of brass rods across 
the roof and, with careful pruning, kept just one 
branch on each. | returned to the house after not 
working there for two years. The wisteria hadn’t 
been cared for during that time and had taken over 
the roof to the extent that the guest house had

become too damp. Needless to say, 
we removed the wisteria from the 
roof completely and cut it back to its 
original size and shape. Now it’s free- 
standing at the corner of the building 
and is pruned into a small tree shape. 

Another client has one that grows 
along the porch line of the pool house. 
When I started the job, the vine had 
made its way under the shingles and 
had begun consuming the building. 
I cut that one back also, and now 
I keep it at least six inches from 
the structure. 

When I prune an overgrown wisteria 
plant, I first remove any obviously 
long tendrils. Then I imagine the 
resulting shape that I want. Once | 
have removed enough outside tendrils 
to see the general shape, I clean out the 
inside of the plant. The framework of a 
wisteria’s trunk and branches is very beautiful and 
I want it to be visible. Next, I sculpt the rest of the 
plant. Soon after blooming, the plant will aggressively 
put out new shoots. I remove any that I don’t want 
and cut the others to five or fewer buds. I do this all 
summer as those tendrils keep coming. ] also remove 
tendrils from the base of the trunk. 

Japanese and Chinese wisterias (those with the 
long flower clusters) bloom on old wood so they can 
have a good shaping in winter. American wisteria is a 
recommended alternative. It makes pinecone shaped

flower clusters and grows more slowly, but can 
reach 30 feet. 

Wisteria is a good example of the concept that one 
should have complete knowledge of the plant one 
considers buying. Be careful, very careful! But if you 
are, you can enjoy the beautiful hanging blooms and 
sweet scent all summer long. 

Never. Plant. Bamboo. «

rlando’s Café on Montauk Highway in Hampton 

Bays has been a popular breakfast spot for 
locals since it opened in 2004. Huevos rancheros is 
the hot ticket for the first meal of the day. It’s easy 
to see why—crispy corn tortillas smothered in eggs 
and black beans, with bits of sliced ham peaking 
through. Chef and co-owner Orlando Garbanzo 
bakes Brooklyn-style bagels every morning.
